AS THOUSANDS of people 
from the Gulf and Iraq have 
flooded the Kingdom, the coun¬ 
try’s already dismal water supply 
has been stretched to the limit, 
forcing government officials to 
look for new ideas to address the 
problem. 

According to Dr Sobhi A1 Qa- 
sem, who left his post as dean of 
the College of Agriculture at the 
University of Jordan to become 
Minister of Agriculture in June, 
the rationalization of water con¬ 
sumption is one of the major 
challenges confronting Jordan. 

The water shortage and the in¬ 
crease in population has translat¬ 


ed into decreased production by 
Jordanian farmers while demand 
has been on the increase. The 
result has been thaL Jordan has 
had to increase its reliance on 
imports. 

Jordan's major import consists 
of wheat, other cereals, meat, 
milk, sugar, spices and manufac¬ 
tured processed materials not 
available on local market The 
bill for these imports has grown 
steadily from $109 million in 
1975 to $564 million in 1990, 
according to official figures. 

The shortage of sufficient wa¬ 
ter supplies has discouraged 
some farmers from using all of 
their land. Some farmers, in fact, 
are only using 50 per cent of 
their land. In addition, due to dif¬ 


ferent water level requirements, 
farmers will sometimes plant 
frails and vegetables one year 
and wheat the following year. 

"Many farmers have resorted 
to planting trees which, as a pro¬ 
duction system, is much more 
profitable in terms of the price 
fluctuation that takes place. Dr. 
Qasem said. 

In an effort to help belea¬ 
guered farmers, the government 
now allots them water for one- 
third of their cultivated land con¬ 
cerning seasonal planting such 
as vegetables. Fanners have ac¬ 
cess to all necessary water if 
they are planting permanent 
crops. For not using two-thirds 
of their land, fanners receive a 
payment of JD 10 per each du-

SINCE HE was six years old, 
Hao Huang sought spiritual ref¬ 
uge in the piano. As a child in 
the United Slates, he found it 
hard to integrate with his peers 
because he "looked different. 1 ' 
Although American, Huang's 
parents were Chinese emigrants 
who came to the Uni led States in 
search of the "golden dream." 
His father was an engineer who 
encouraged and supported 
Huang's love for music. At ninfc 
years of age, Huang won his First 
piano competition, and now at 
34 years he is a doctor of music. 

Attaining such a degree in this 
field is not a common occur¬ 
rence and only a few in the 
world show the determination 
and perseverance to continue. 
When he went to Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, Huang tried to change 
the course of his life by studying 
political science. However, the 
nines finally caught up with 
me;and I ended up studying mu¬ 
sic, ' Huang says. 

Dr Huang strongly believes 
that a classical music musician is 
chosen."

Reversal of roles 


DURING THE past few days the whole world watched in awe as the bit¬ 
ter combatants of one of the world's most complicated conflicts sat down 
at one table to discuss peace and to put an end to decades of bloody 
wars. For the Arabs, crossing that psychological barrier which has influ¬ 
enced their struggle against Israel for many years was a landmark and a 
cornerstone in the confrontation with the Jewish state. That in itself was 
an achievement simply because it freed the Arabs from the shackles of 
taboos which had constrained their ability to maneuver while the Israelis 
had a Free monopoly of the international scene for a very long time 
It was gratifying to see a reversal of roles at Madrid.

Palestinian disasters have been widely 
and sympathetically publicized because in 
the decade before the Gulf War Israel's 
position in the Middle East weakened. By 
1983 the Israelis had largely pulled out of 
Lebanon. The hardline policy of the ex¬ 
treme right as advocated by Gen. Ariel 
Sharon had been tried and failed. Worse, 
Israel's responsibility for the massacre of 
Palestinians at Sabro and Shatila camps, 
committed by its Lebanese allies, began 
to change US public perception of Israel 
as an embattled democracy beset by op¬ 
ponents of varying degrees of vicious- 


The Intifada confirmed this. Although 
Israeli maintained its military grip on the 
occupied territories, the political price 
was nigh in loss of sympathy abroad. For 
instance, in February 1988, CBS televi¬ 
sion filmed four Israeli soldiers systemat¬ 
ically breaking the limbs of two Palestini¬ 
an youths in the West Bank town of 
Nablus. Edward Said, a Palestinian aca¬ 
demic sensitive to changes in American 
attitudes, wrote: "Slowly, the great dis¬ 
parity diminishes between Western praise 
and admiration for Israel as a democracy 
and pioneering state on the one hand, and 
on the other ignorant opprobrium Pales- 
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tinians havc had heaped on them since 
their world was shattered in 1948." 

The political consequences of the Intifa¬ 
da might not have been so serious to Israel 
if the uprisings had noL been accompanied 
by two political earthquakes in the Middle 
East: the collapse of the Soviet Union as a 
superpower rival of the US, and the Gulf 
War. 

The First development meant that the US 
no longer needed a strategic ally in the re¬ 
gion. the Gulf War provided il with a new 
alliance, including all the powerful Arab 
states — Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia 
— which iL wanted to keep together. 
Changes in public opinion meant that Mr 
Bush was less vulnerable to the pro-Israel 
lobby than his predecessors. When he 
defied the lobby by delaying loan guaran¬ 
tees for SlObn to build housing for Soviet- 
Jewish immigrants, opinion polls showed 
he had 86 per cent public backing. 

The same US pressure that brought 
about the present peace conference will 
also make iL unlikely that it will founder 
without result. Yet if the Palestinians have 
succeeded, with US help, beyond most ex¬ 
pectations, it is far too soon to say that Is¬ 
rael has lost. Both Israel and Mr Shamir 
have displayed such impressive tenacity in 
defending what they regarded as their 
minimum requirements for security in the 
past that no one would expect them to 
cave in now 

Mr Shamir is in a strong position to 
make concessions if he wants to, as he 
leads a government consisting of the cen¬ 
tre right allied to the extreme right. The 
left and centre are bound to support him if 
he wants to negotiate a peace, while the 
extreme right has no alternative to offer. 
Despite the intractability of the issues un¬ 
der discussion in Madrid, neither Israeli 
nor Arab opponents of the talks have an 
alternative political strategy to realize 
their aims. That in itself is a reason for op¬ 
timism. ■ 


Israel's economy may limit its options at peace talks

At first glance, economic performance 
looks quite good. Real growth in gross 
national product this year is set to be 
around 6 per cent, with business sector 
growth projected at several points more. 
The foreign debt to GNP ratio is down to 
less than 30 per cent from 76 per cent in 
1985 Foreign currency reserves are 
strong. Government officials, stung by 
suggestions recently in the US that Israel 
might have problems servicing the huge 
extra borrowing, eagerly point out that Is¬ 


rael rose from 60th place to 38th in Euro- 
money's 1991 country risk rankings pub¬ 
lished in September. But this is only half 
the story. The cxicmal debt lo GNP ratio 
is sci to climb steeply again, projected to 
peak at more than 47 per cent in 1996. 
Servicing this, assuming the borrowing is 
done on the favourable US-backed terms, 
will require annual GNP growth over the 
period of 8 per cent to 9 per cent. 

More specifically, export earnings will 
need to grow by a whopping 12 per cent a 
year at a time when international trade Is 
forecast to grow at only 4 to 6 per cent. 

So far the signs are not encouraging. 
This year, mainly due to the effects or the 
Gulf War, expect earnings havc actually 
declined. The trade deficit in the first 
eight months of the year hit S3.5bn a 72 
per cent its over the same period in 1990. 

There are signs in the last two months 
of a pick-up in exports, and tourism has 
recovered strongly. But Mr Modai' admits 
there is a very long way to go. 

In addition to question over perfor¬ 
mance, Israel is painfully aware that it is 
making its bid for $20bn at a most inaus¬ 
picious time, when competition for funds 
worldwide is acute. US loan guarantees 
are vital. 

He may not like iL, but Mr Moda'i can 
be under no illusion about Israel's expo¬ 
sure to economic pressure in the peace 
process. At the recent World Bank and In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund meetings in 
Bangkok, he says the message that Israel's 
borrowing demand would be linked to the 
negotiations was unrelenting.

Auto Talk 


Although cars now 
have computers and 
high-tech engine con¬ 
trols, one part remains 
essentially the same. The 
cooling system thermo¬ 
stat looks and works 
about as it did when I 
changed my first one 
many years ago. The 
quality and accuracy of 
thermostats have, howev¬ 
er, improved. 

It used to be common 
to change thermostats in 
the spring and fall. We 
would put a summer ther¬ 
mostat in our engine in 
the Bpring, and then in 
the late fall we’d put the 
winter one back in. 

Thermostats perform 
two important functions 
for the engine. They regu¬ 
late the engine operating 
temperature ana speed 
the engine warm-up time. 
By opening and closing at 
the right temperature, 
they help in accomplish- 
ng good fuel mileage, 
ninimizing emissions, 
and improving cold 
weather driveability. 
They also help in provid¬ 
ing good heater output 
along with keeping your 
engine from overheating. 

Today most cars run 
the same thermostats 
year-round. This is espe¬ 
cially important with cars 
built Bince 1981 with on¬ 
board computers. The 
temperature rating for 
the thermostat muBt be 
the one the car manufac-

cars now turer specifies for the car. 


Through sensors, com¬ 
puters monitor coolant 
temperatures to control 
fuel enrichment, emis¬ 
sions and timing. By not 
running at the right oper- 
ating temperature, your 
engine can have many 
driveability problems. 

Certain cars built be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1981, be¬ 
fore the computer- 
controlled ones, also need 
the temperature-rated 
thermostat specified by 
the manufacturer. These 
cars use thermal vacuum 
switches to control hie] 
mixtures, timing and 
EGR valves. 

Car Bob thinks it is a 
good idea to change your 
thermostat every two 
years. They do go bad and 
can cause serious engine 
and driveability prob¬ 
lems. If you have an en¬ 
gine that has overheated 
from some other problem 
or if you do not change 
your antifreeze every two 
years, then change the 
thermostat before prob¬ 
lems begin. Corrosion 
from old antifreeze and 
overheating can cause a 
thermostat to stick open 
or shut. This is a good 
time of year to check or 
change your antifreeze 
and thernloBtat.
